Sierra Madre City Council Tuesday evening 
opted to extend Ordinance No. 1022, the mora¬ 
torium on construction of accessory buildings ad -1 
jacent to the interior property line and/or within^ 
side yards 90 days from July 21. 

They also referred proposed Ordinance 1024 
back to the'Planning Commission for a public hear¬ 
ing July 17. The second proposed ordinance limits 
construction to a one-story, 600-sq. ft. garage that 
is for storage only. It also proposes a three-ft. 
setback. The present ordinance permits construc¬ 
tion on property lines to the fear of the dwelling. 

As an addendum, the local fire department 
has further requested assurance of roof access by 
limiting the height of roofs from grade to 26 feet, 
providing a 10 -ft. area to stage ladders. 

The public is urged to attend the 7:30 public 
hearing at the Planning Commission meeting Thurs¬ 
day, July 17. 

Immediately after Phyllis Chapman spoke up 
in community communications, voicing her con¬ 
cern about the “rush to development and density,’’ 
Fred Crockett received approval of Tentative Parcel 
Map #17872, which proposes the removal of aA 
existing dwelling and improvements to create tviib 
new single family dwellings and parcels at 32 W. 
Carter Ave. 

Chapman beseeched the council to appoint a 
special committee to study the existing development 
problems in Sierra Madre. “We could even con¬ 
sider a referendum on the bailout as a possibility to 
sidestep legal problems ... 1 feel this is an emer¬ 
gency situation,’’ she said. 

In other business cpjificff propoieiJj^hrting 
their meetlrlgs the second and fourth Tuesdays 
considerably earlier — at 6 a.m. City Attorney 
Charles Martin would be present for a half hour 
of each meeting. Any Community Redevelopment 
Agency meetings would be scheduled at 5:45. Study 
sessions may be set as early as 5 p.m. A final 
decision will be made at the next regular council 
meeting. 

Councilmembers voiced displeasure concerning 
claims against the city in the combined amounts 
of $6134.11. City Administrator Jim McRea ex- 
plined that an inexperienced city worker had hit a 
Southern California Gas Company main causing 
$360 worth of damage.

Summer heat 
hard on pets 

It’s summer again, which means vet¬ 
erinarians are seeing an Increase In health 
problems which proliferate when the 
weather becomes hot and humid. Says a 
spokesman for the Southern California 
Veterinary Medical Association (SCVMA), 

It Is also a time when pet-ownera need to 
be especially watchful In order to help 
pete stay comfortable when the tempera¬ 
ture soars. 

Heatstroke Is one of the most serious 
and widespread of these problems, and It 
can be fatal. Caused by exposure to heat, 
aspeclally when combined with high hu¬ 
midity, the most common cause Is when 
owners leave pets In an automobile with¬ 
out sufficient ventilation, not realizing that 
even with the windows open, the tempera¬ 
ture Inside a car can soar to as high as 
130®, despite the fact It may be no more 
than 85® outside. 

‘ Other common causes of heatstroke 
. are leaving an animal In a fenced yard, 
which may be shady In the morning but 
affords no protection as the sun moves to 
a different position, or exercising the ani¬ 
mal at the beach during the heat of the 
day. This Is especially dangerous should 
the animal become thirsty and drink sea 
water, which has been known to cause 
brain damage, even death. 

If an animal exhibits any of the symp¬ 
toms of heatstroke, I.e. rapid respiration. 
Increased aallvatlon,along with a rise In 
body temperature, fast action Is Impera¬ 
tive. Dip the animal Immediately In cool 
water or hose It for short periods. Other 
effective measures are allowing It to lick 
Ice or cooling It slowly In an air condition¬ 
ed room. Avoid sudden, drafty air cooling. 

Any pet suffering from heatstroke 
should bo seen promptly by a veterina¬ 
rian, since the animal may bo In shock 
and In need of medical treatment. 

Warm weather also brings a dramatic 
increase In such Insects as fleas, ticks, 
mites, gnats and mosquitos. 

The best way to control infestation is 
by dally grooming and careful Inspection 
of the animal’s skin In order to detect the 
presence of parasites, it is advisable to 
consult a veterinarian who can properly 
Identify the culprit and take effective mea¬ 
sures to not only rid the animal, but its 
entire surroundings of whichever pest is 
causing the problem. Mosquitos pose a 
special threat, since they can transmit 
the deadly disease heartworm which, if 
left untreated, may prove fatal In a dog 
which has not been vaccinated. 

Both respiratory and skin allergies 
are prevalent during the summer months. 
Relief can usually be obtained by con¬ 
sulting a veterinarian for the proper me¬ 
dication. 

Pets, particularly those with light- 
colored coats, can also suffer from sun¬ 
burn. This typically happens when owners 
think they are doing the animal a favor 
by having It clipped, unaware of the fact 
that the animal’s coat not only protects 
Its skin from the sun’s scorching rays, but 
serves as an insulating agent to keep the 
animal cool. 

Pet owners can minimize any dis¬ 
comfort during hot weather by using good 
judgment and taking such precautions as 
seeing that pets are exercised during the 
morning and evening hours, rather than 
during the heat of the day, feeding smaller 
quantities in the cool evening hours and, 
above all, making sure the animal has 
both shade and fresh, cool water at all 
times.

From the Mailbag: “We keep hearing that 
interest rates are down, but the bank still 
charges us high rates on our credit card. 
Sometimes there is a ‘finance charge’ shown 
on our bill even after we have paid it all off 
for that month. What’s going on?” 

That’s just what Congress and a big labor 
union said. Congress is about to haul off and 
pass a law limiting interest rates on credit 
cards. The big labor union, steamed at the 
stiff rates its members pay, now offers its 
own credit card — at APR (annual 

percentage rate, the key number along with the 
annual fee). The union says it hopes that 
banks will follow and lower rates, say to the 
15®7o or so some smaller banks charge and 
evidently still feel they can live with. 

But, so far the pressure for lower rates 
has not forced the plastic people to beg for 
IJifo customers. In fact, all kinds of mys¬ 
terious “charges” are still permitted — such as 
the computer figuring interest on the highest 
balance during the previous month and cute 
extra charges that persist a month after you’re 
even. It’s legal. 

If you’re going to pay it off every month, 
you don’t care what the APR is — only the 
annual fee is important. If you’re going to 
run a beefy balance, you care intensely about 
a low APR (17% isn’t hard to find), so $20 
annual fee could be peanuts. Best of all, keep 
the darn thing in your wallet: plastic money 
is easy, it’s convenient, and it costs you over 
$5 for every $4 you spend with it.
